3.  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  district  has  remained  comparitively  free  from  infectious  and  other 
diseases  during  the  year  under  review. 

4.  TUBERCULOSIS 

The  County  Medical  Officer  deals  with  all  aspects  of  this  disease. 

5 . NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  the  execution  of 
this  Act. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  - These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Hereford  and  the  Public  Analyst's  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen. 


(b)  Ambulance  Services  - The  County  Ambulance  Headquarters  are  at 
the  County  Hospital,  Llandrindod  Wells.  This  ambulance  has  to  be  U3ed 
even  when  cases  are  being  sent  out  of  the  County,  principally  to  the 
County  Hospital,  Hereford. 

(c)  Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  - These  facilities 
are  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

(d)  Child  Welfare  - The  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  at  Walton,  and  is 
attended  monthly  by  the  District  Medical  Officer. 

The  following  portion  of  the  report  has  been  compiled  by  the  Surveyor 
and  Public  Health  Inspector. 

6 . WATER  SUPPLIES 

Samples  of  both  public  and  private  water  supplies  wore  taken  and 
submitted  for  analysis.  The  public  supplies  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  Frank abridge  Water  Supply.  The  contamination  to  this 
supply  was  due  to  a break  down  with  the  chlorinator. 

With  the  exception  of  the  severe  frost  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
with  resultant  freezing  up  of  water  services,  and  mains,  no  shortage  of  water 
to  households  occurred  during  the  year.  There  were,  however,  breakdowns 
in  the  Franksbridge  Supply,  dun  in  the  main  to  intake  being  subject  to 
flooding  andT  resulting  in  suspended  matter  in  stream  bypassing  screens  and 
clogging  waste  valve  of  hydram.  An  additional  screen  (in  a more  accessible 
possition)  has  been  installed  at  the  intake  to  this  supply  to  replace  baffle 
boards. 

The  Hew  Radnor  Area  Water  Supply  was  commissioned  during  October  of 
this  year.  The  source  of  existing  Hew  Radnor  Village  system  was  also  ehanged 
over  to  the  new  supply.  To  date  this  supply  has  been  operating  satisfactory.

Following  consideration  of  the  Ministry  Circular  28/62  (wales)  dealing 
with  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies,  the  Council  agreed  +hat  no 

action  he  taken  in  the  matter  for  the  time  being. 

T . DRAINAGE  AHD  SEafJRAGE  DISPOSAL 

Of  the  four  small  sewerage  disposal  plants  in  the  district  two  (at 
Evenjobb  and  Gladestry)  deal  with  the  sewerage  from  their  respective  housing 
sites  and  are  working  to  full  capacity.  The  other  two  disposal  works  at 
Llandegley  and  Hew  Radnor  receive  sewerage  from  housing  sites  and  some  private 
properties.  During  the  past  year  the  primary  school  at  Hew  Radnor  and  two 
other  dwelling  houses  have  been  connected  to  this  supply. 


Owing  to  increased  difficulties  in  affording  adequate  space  for  Septic  Tank 
Drainage  frcu  properties  in  New  Radnor,  the  time  has  now  come  when  the 
Council  must  give  serious  consideration  to  a drainage  scheme  for  the  whole 
of  the  village  and  for  the  extension  of  their  existing  disposal  plant,  to 
provide  treatment  for  same. 

8.  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


House  Refuse  - The  collection  of  household  refuse  has  remained  the  same 
as  for  previous  years  vis;-  a monthly  collection  carried  out  by  private 
contractor.  In  the  past,  some  isolated  farms  and  private  properties  have 
not  always  been  putting  out  refuse  for  collection.  Now,  most  properties 
are  doing  it,  and  this  has  led  to  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  collected. 

Owing  to  the  bulkier  nature  of  household  refuse,  occupiers  are  having 
difficuty  in  storing  their  refuse  for  the  one  monthly  collection.  Requests 
have  been  received  for  a fortnightly  collection,  especially  in  the  villages 
and  from  business  premises,  but  the  Council  agreed  hot  to  alter  their  present 
arrangements. 

Lifter Bins  - The  roadside  litter  bins  are  being  emptied  by  the 
District  Council . No  undue  nuisances  have  occurred  in  the  area  around  these 
bins,  although  household  refuse  is  being  placed  out  in  sacks  alongside  these 
bins,  usually  when  the  next  collection  is  due. 

I am  still  of  the  opinion  that  these  litter  bins  are  an  eyesore  in  the 
countryside  and  villages,  however  well  maintained,  and  that  the  general 
public  should  bo  educated  at  a very  early  stage  to  TAKE  THEIR  LITTER  HOME 

9 . HOUSING 

The  general  condition  of  the  houses  in  the  district  has  been  improved 
and  additional  amenities  have  been  provided.  Grants  available  from' Fill 
Farming  Improvement  Schemes  have  once  again  played  a major  part  in  these 
improvements. 

Slum  Clearance  - During  the  year,  six  individual  dwellings  were  scheduled 
2.s  being  unfit  for  human  habitation.  One  substandard  house  was  also 
demolished  to  make  way  for  new  farm  buildings. 

Two  houses  which  had  been  scheduled  as  unfit  were  modernised  during  the 
year,  and  have  been  brought  back  into  circulation. 

Private  Building  - During  the  year  three  new  dwelling  houses  have  been 
erected  in  the  district.

1 2 . RODENT  CONTROL 


One  major  infestation' occurred  in  Council  refuse  tip,  which  appeared  to 
be  due  to  a movement  of  rats  into  this  area.  Treatments  were  carried  out  at 
the  tip  face  and  in  surrounding  hedgerows  and  stream  and  the  infestation  was' b 
brought  quickly  under  control.  Free  poison  bait  is  still  available  for  treat- 
ment to  domestic  properties.
